Powers of Three Colony 
Banks . Extended 


. The note-issuing powers of the 
Australia 
and China, the Hongkong and Shang- 
hai Bankini Corporation and the 
Mercantile Bank of Indin were ex- 
tended for another yenr as the result 
of a resolution moved by the Finan- 
cinl Secretary, Hon. Mr R. R. Todd, 
ut a meeting of the Legislatlye Coun- 
cil -yesterday. 

‘The resolution was: Resolved pur- 
suont te the proviso to scetlon J of 
the Note-fssulng Banics Extenston of 
Powers of Ordinunce, 1939, that this 
Legislative Council hereby extends 
the powers of all the note-issuing 
banks to make, issuc, re-lssue nnd 
circulate notes until and ‘including 
July 12, 1942. : 

Mr Todd gald: The nole-Issuing 
powers of the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia and: Chinu, the 
Hongkong ond = Shanghaot Banking 
Corporation and the Mercantile Bani: 
of India Limited expired on July 12, 
1939, but were extended by the Note- 
Issuing Banks Extension of Powers 
Ordinance, 1939, until July | 12, 
1940. That extension was subject to 
the proviso that thls Council may by 
Resolution further extend the powers 
of any or all of the hote-Issuing 
banks for a period. or periods not 
exceeding twelve months at any onc 


tlme. On May 30, 1940, this Councll 


extended those powers for a period’ 
of twelve months ending on July 12, 
1941, and the time has now come to 
make a further extension for the 


period of twelve months ending on] caper 


July 12, 1942. . : 

1 would point_out that this Re- 
solution is concefned only with the 
machinery for the issue of notes and 
enables the three banks to carry on 
as at ‘present for:a further year in 
necordnnce with the terms of the 
Ordinance.

The Hongkong Refugee and Social 
Welfare Council administers four food 
kitchens in the Colony. They are, 
St Peter's, West Point, © Hongkong; 
the Salvation Army, Hennessy Road, 
Hongkong; the Old Magistracy, Kow- 
loon; and*Sham Shiu Po, Kowloon. 


Hither come the poor, the blind, and 
the lame, young children, old people, 
and bables, to the number of more 


.'than 4,000. These people are de- 


stitute or almost so, ond in many 
cases this is the only meal they have. 

Three of the buildings in which the 
food Is distributed have, been lent by 
the Hongkong Government, ond the 
other hus been erected by private 
subscription. The ‘Councl! has had 
gifts of clothing and these are ‘dis- 
tributed to Food Kitchens and Camps. 

The people that attend are refugees 
and destitute peor in almost equal 
numbers, It must be remembered 
that the poor of Hongkong have be- 
come even poorer than they were, 
because of the influx of refugees, 
many of whom have taken work that 
the Hongkong poor should be doing. 
‘The .congee has the following in- 
gredients: —Broken rice, cracked 


Awheat,—potatoes,_carrots,_beef,_liver,. 


soya beans, fresh vegetables, ginger, 
salt.

The Council has appolnted a train- 
ed. nurse as Welfare Worker in the 
Kitchens. She has as many as 900 
pationts In a month. Many of these 
she attends to herself and others she 
sends to hospitals and clinics. 

The poverty and destitution caused 
by the war must be seen to be 
realised. The Council is now mak- 
ing enquirics into housing conditions, 
and has visited some of the places 
where the food kitchen people live. 
Those who have no homes, slecp in 
the streets; others have a small bed 
spnce ino flat, and those who cannot 
sleep on the bed sleep under it! 
Many of them only have the one 
meal given at the food kitchen as, 


-for—the—-sake—of—the—children,_they_| 


spend what little money they have to 
be sure: of a shelter. 

In cases of those who do not attend 
food kitchens, some of the people. 
said they wished to be independent 
as long as they could, This proves 
that it is the really destitute people 
who attend the Food Kitchens, 

The. very grateful thanks of the 
Council go out to the members of the 
American Red Cross for their most 
timely help in ‘supplying rice ond 
wheat for these refugees and 
destitute poor,

What are good hands? 


I have come across many 


interesting articles on the subject, and I would like to 
make it quite clear that amy notes of the week are the 


thread of o few parts 
magazines and newspapers.

physical; the physical attribute of 
good hands Is dependent upon the 
mental’ ablilty to be at case with 
animals, to remain cool and con- 
fident under all circumstances and 
fo be able to use one’s braln in an 
emenrencyy before using one’s mus- 
cles,

A good seat depends upon the

It is at first essential for the be- 
ginner to get o good natural seat, 
which should be comfortable and 
strong, without being stiff. ‘This ‘ts 
best obtained by a certain amount 

_ of riding without stirrups, as the 


hands, should be held round 
the third or little finger, or, in the 
case of double reins, round both. 

If it is Intended to ride more on 
the bit rein than the bridoon, the bit 
reins should be round the little 
finger, and the bridoon reins round 
the third finver, or vice versa if it 
is intended to ride’ more on the 
bridoon rein.

“There is only one thing that can 
be done and that Is, to-seeto-it that: 
ships get safely across the Atlantic.

“It is absurd to imagine that it Is 
possible to tolerate the continuance 
of a situation in which sinkings are 
far in excess of replenishment by_any 
means whatever if we intend to win 
this war.”

tion whatsoever—the result is that 
the Crown has failed.
